MIDLAND — It was the battle 
of the unbeatens. 12-0 versus 12- 
0. A big time high school contest 
that featured two evenly matched 
teams, and it all came down to 
one last drive, one last stand. 

In the end, the Ithaca defense 
dug deep and managed to keep 
the driving Ramblers out of the 
endzone after Boyne marched in- 
side the Yellowjacket 10-yard 
line, giving Ithaca a hard fought 
20-16 Division 6 state semifinal 
victory in Midland. 

With the win, the Yellowjack- 
ets kept their nation best win- 
ning streak alive, extending it to 
69 games, while improving to 13- 
0, while the Ramblers tasted de- 
feat for the first time this season 
as they close out a very success-

ful 12-1 campaign. 

The final Rambler drive began 
at their own 22 yard line with 
3:12 remaining in regulation fol- 
lowing a Yellowjacket punt. 

Maceo Vroman picked up nine 
yards on the first play, moving 
Boyne to the 31 yards line, set- 
ting the Ramblers up for a sec- 
ond and one. 

Malik Smith then rumbled to 
the Ithaca 47 on the next play, 
moving the chains and giving the 
Ramblers a first down. 

Boyne then picked up another 
couple of yards via Vroman to 
the Yellowjacket 45 before calling 
timeout with 1:32 to go in the 
game. 


An incomplete pass followed 
the timeout, setting up fourth 
and eight, with just 1:21 remain- 
ing. Boyne quarterback then 
found a leaping Cole Butler near 
the first down marker. After an 
official’s timeout for a measure- 
ment, the Rambler drive was still 
in business as Butler had picked 
up enough yardage for the first 
down. 

Boyne then handed off to Mac 
Alexander on the next play, and 
as he darted towards the right 
sideline, he could cut back and 
race down to the Ithaca eight 
yard line with just over one 
minute to go. 

The Ramblers would then pick 


up one yard on first down before 
calling their final timeout. 
Two plays later and Boyne 


would move to the Yellowjacket 4- 


yard line, faced with a 4th and 
goal, the Ramblers went to Vro- 
man on a sweep that was stuffed 
by Ithaca in the backfield, bring- 
ing him down near the seven 
yard line and taking over on 
downs with 13.6 seconds remain- 
ing. The Yellowjackets would 
then kneel on their next play to 
run out the clock. 

“Tm really proud of the kids,

Hills said. “I think we’ve estab- 
lished a kind of work ethic in the 
off-season that’s going to allow us 
to continue to compete at these 
games.” 

Following a punt on the Ram- 
blers first possession of the con- 
test, Ithaca took over at their 
own 45 yard line and proceeded 
to move the ball down to the 
Boyne City 8-yard line. Facing a 
fourth and seven, the Yellowjack- 
ets went for it, only to have 
Boyne’s Dalton Gardner pick off 
Jake Smith’s pass near the 
goalline and return it to the BC 8- 
yard line.

Boyne then looked to 
Vroman, and the senior 
speedster picked up a Ram- 
bler first down as he mo- 
tored to the Ithaca 33-yard 
line and after a Mac 
Alexander gain of six, Vro-

team was unable to hang 
onto the ball, giving Boyne 
possession at the Ithaca 19- 
yard line and following a 
couple of plays the quarter 
would end with the Ram- 
blers at the 17. 

Boyne would begin the

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sion attempt, the Yellow- 
jackets pulled to within 14- 
6. 

Following intermission, 
Ithaca would begin with 
the ball, the Ramblers 
brought the defense as 
Boyne forced the Yellow- 
jacket quarterback to 
scramble and eventually 
Sage would corral Smith in 
the endzone for a safety and 
extend the Boyne City lead 
to 16-6, just under a minute 
into the third quarter. 

That would be all the 
scoring the Ramblers 
would muster in the half 
though as the Ithaca de- 
fense would then limit 
Boyne’s offense until the 
final drive. 

Smith would lead Ithaca 
to a pair of touchdowns, 
the first on a short field fol- 
lowing a bad snap ona 
Rambler punt, giving the 
Yellowjackets possession 
on the BC 20-yard line, and 
following a successful con- 
version, the Rambler lead 
would be cut to 16-14 with 
7:38 left in the third quar- 
ter. 

Smith would then strike 
again with 36.2 seconds on 
a keeper with left in the 
third, the conversion was 
no good, making the score 
20-16 Ithaca. 


“Our defense played 
great, I thought we con- 
tained them and held them 
to a score that quite hon- 
estly we should have been 
able to beat,” coach Hills 
noted.

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Hunters donated 30,000 pounds of venison last year through Sportsmen Against Hunger program 


With Michigan’s deer season 
swinging into high gear, it won’t 
be long before many hunters are 
bringing their harvested deer 
into the local butcher shop to 
have the venison processed and 
prepared for the freezer. And 
thanks to the generosity of those 
same hunters, thousands of 
pounds of that venison will end 
up not in their home freezers, but 
at local food banks and soup 
kitchens to feed the state’s needy 
and hungry citizens. 

The donated venison is made 
possible through the Michigan 
Sportsmen Against Hunger pro- 
gram, a collaboration between 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources and a number of conser- 
vation groups, designed to help 
hunters share their bounty with 
the less fortunate. Participants 
can donate an entire deer, a cer- 
tain number of pounds of veni- 
son, or can simply make a 
monetary donation to support the 
program. 

“We had around 30,000 pounds 
of venison donated through 
Sportsmen Against Hunger last 
year,” said Ray Rustem, who coor- 
dinates the DNR’s participation 
in the program. “Between the two 
buck tags and antlerless permits, 
some hunters are able to harvest 
multiple deer but don’t necessar- 
ily want or need that much veni- 
son in the freezer. By 
participating in the program, 
they are able to help feed the hun- 
gry while continuing to enjoy 
their sport.” 

Since 1991, Sportsmen Against 


Hunger has helped connect wild 
game processors with hunters by 
providing a list of the processors 
that participate in the program. 
Hunters can simply drop off 
their deer at one of the facilities 
and the program will reimburse 
the processors $1 per pound for 
the venison that goes into the 
program. 

“What’s an average deer pro- 
duce for hunters, about 40 pounds 
of venison?” Rustem asked. “It 
costs more than $40 for most 
hunters to have a deer processed, 
so not all of the processor’s time 
and expense is being reimbursed 
with the $1 per pound they re- 
ceive. They effectively end up do- 
nating that lost profit and we 
really appreciate their willing- 
ness to do so.” 

Barb Haveman, who runs 
Barb’s Meat Processing in Com- 
stock Park, said she’s already 
processed five deer for the pro- 
gram this year and predicts it 
will pick up with firearm deer 
season. 

“There are so many people 
without food — folks who are dis- 
abled or are just trying to make 
ends meet. Who wouldn’t help 
somebody out like? There are a 
lot of people who can’t afford 
meat. People are tickled to death 
to get the venison.” 

Haveman said she usually 
charges $75 to $80 to process a 
deer. At the reimbursement rate 
of $1 a pound, she barely meets 
her expenses — let alone makes a 
profit — when she processes a 
deer for Sportsmen against 


Hunger. 

“T still do it anyway,” she said. 
“It helps so many people. It just 
gives you a good feeling to help 
somebody.” 

Hunters who don’t have an en- 
tire deer to donate can partici- 
pate in the program by donating 
a pound of their ground venison 
when their deer is processed. 
Some meat processors only par- 
ticipate in the Give-A-Pound op- 
tion rather than processing 
entire deer, to hunters should 
check the list of participating lo- 
cations and what services they 
offer before bringing their deer 
in. 

Dean Hall, the president of the 
Michigan Bow Hunters Associa- 
tion, has been managing the 
Sportsmen against Hunger pro- 
gram for eight years. He’s seen 
the program grow on an annual 
basis. 


“Participation numbers and do- 


nations are getting to the level 
we'd like to see, but of course we 
hope it will continue to be even 


more effective,” he said. “We defi- 


nitely understand when people 
want to keep their deer to feed 
their families, but a lot of 
hunters will fill one tag for them- 
selves and then take an addi- 
tional deer — especially if they 
have doe permits.” 

“As awareness of the program 


spreads we’re seeing more partic- 


ipation from hunters, especially 
those who have harvested more 


than one deer,” Hall said. “Sports- 


men Against Hunger helped feed 
150,000 families statewide last 


year. Hopefully we’ll exceed that 
this year.” 

Hall said there are a handful of 
areas in the state where partici- 
pation numbers are higher than 
others — the Thumb, southern 
central Michigan, Kent County 
and Macomb County all particu- 
larly stand out. 

“Over in Kent County, Barb’s 
Deer Processing really puts a lot 
of deer through the program, 
every single year,” Hall said. 
“The owner and the workers at 
that facility put 110 percent effort 
into making sure that they’re 
there to process the deer that peo- 
ple want to donate.” 

There is a fear, Hall said, that 
because of the reduction of avail- 
able antlerless deer licenses 
available in a number of areas 
this year, that there may be fewer 
deer donated this season. To 
make up for the potential deficit, 
Hall said his group is making an 
extra effort to reach out to 
landowners who have Deer Man- 
agement Assistance Permits, ask- 
ing them to remember the 
hungry this season when they fill 
their permits. 

“Keep in mind two things,” 
Hall said. “The donation of deer 
is very important to feed the hun- 
gry. It’s staggering how many 
people are working but remain 
below the poverty level and who 
have to depend on food assis- 
tance. 

“And the second most impor- 
tant thing is when you purchase a 
hunting or fishing or trapping li- 
cense, right then and there you 


can donate a dollar to the Sports- 
men against Hunger program. If 
the license vendor doesn’t ask 
you if you want to donate, go 
ahead and tell him you want to 
donate.” 

An administrative change in 
the DNR’s license sales system 
has made donating at the point- 
of-sale easier this year, Rustem 
said. 

“Tn the old days, the system 
treated the donation as a separate 
license and vendors had to go 
back into the system and order 
the additional license,” he ex- 
plained. “This year, we reduced 
the number of steps it takes to 
make a donation to one. That 
makes it much easier for hunters 
to donate.” 

Current records show that 
sportsmen have responded well to 
the change. 

“We think the program will hit 
around $70,000 in monetary dona- 
tions this year,” Rustem said. “In 
the past we collected about 
$25,000 a year. This significant in- 
crease will allow the amount of 
venison that goes into the pro- 
gram to more than double in one 
year’s time.” 

“Knowing that the program 
will provide a minimum of 60,000 
pounds of venison to those who 
utilize Michigan’s food banks and 
soup kitchens this year is pretty 
astounding, and is something our 
hunters can be very proud of.”
